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THE PUBLIC AND PEARL HARBOR 

There has; Rppearcd. In the wake ol tho 
army nod navy reports on Pearl Harbor, a 
tendency lo hold the American people equally 
responsible with the ofncers directly Involved 
In that disaster. 

It must be admitted that, back in the thlr- 
tle.';, th(f people and their representatives In 
conercM were guilty ot considerable short- 
sightedness and complacency In military 
matters. NeverUielesa, thLs is a minority dL^- 
BCnt from the prevalent opinion. 

Tho Rcncral Indictment oI the people for 
brinelDB about the Pearl Harbor tragedy as- 
sumes that this government In all lla ramlfl- 
C(ltlons Is an truly a servant of the people In 
practice aa It Is In .spirit. Tliat a.'isumi}[lon 
la not only Incorrect but Impossible. 

We must leave the conduct of foreign af- 
fairs and the preparation lor natlonul de- 
" ■ ■ fenso to the elected head of government and 
to those .specialists whom he chooses to us.slst 
him. International relations are tradltlopally 
and sometimes ncces.sarlly secret. So aro 
somo details of a nation's defense. It Is the 
American custom to cntru.st such activities to 
appointed officials with long experience or 
^ professional training In those fields. 

At a threat of emergency It is possible to 
draw the cloak of secrecy even more closely 
about diplomatic and military operations. Ex- 
cellent excuses can always be found for doing 
Uils. But, In 1011, the American people could 
; not be blamed for assuming that behind the 
; cloak things were going smoothly, that If war 
1 threatened steps would be taken to meet tho 
threat, and that tho people would be Inform- 
. cd. 

Obviously the ateps were not taken. Since 
; the commanders at Pearl Harbor were first 
apprised of the true seriousness of the situa- 
tion by the Jap attack It.'-.eir, it seems a little 
too almple to lay the direct and dire rcsulU of 
that attack to long-range public complacen- 
cy. 

It should be remembered that both of tho 
1040 candidates lor President lulled the peo- 
ple with a.ssurances of peace. It .should also 

- be remembered that it w.-is no crime to hate 
. war and seek earnestly to avoid it when It 

Eeemed avoidable. 

Many government and military lenders ex- 
pended a good deal of breath throughout tho 
war on chiding the public. It was berated for 
being complacent, tor not working hard 
, enough, for buying too few bonds, for giving 

■ too little blood, for this, that and the other, 
: How some of these loaders, led by the Prcsl- 
: dent, are accusing tho public for being le- 

Eponslblc lor Pearl Harbor. 

Looking back on the war from this short 
distance, It seems to us that the public did a 
pretty good ]ob. Civilians did work, they did 

■ give blood, they are paying the bills. And 
. there Is no good reason for (hem to sit meck- 
. ly by and take another kick in the slats for 

■ Pearl Harbor. 

: The fact still remains that this country lost 

- men, ohlpa and planes on Dec. 7, 1B41, and 
: very nearly lost a war. Thus far the explana- 
: tlons why have been general and confusing. 
. What Is still needed is a definite fixing of re- 

Bponslblllty, not a dismissal of the matter 
with the most vague and general ex-planatlon 
. of all— public gulU.
